DELIVERY OF SEEDS 


All Vegetable and Flower Seeds in this price list except Peas, Beans and Sweet Corn will be 
sent to places in the United States transportation charges prepaid. We will ship by parcel post, 
express or freight at our option. If seeds are ordered shipped by express where we would ship by 
freight, they will be sent by express collect. 

Peas, Beans and Sweet Corn will be shipped at purchaser’s expense, except as follows: If these 
seeds are included in any one order amounting to $20.00 or more (not including Farm Seeds, 
Accessories, etc.) we will prepay transportation charges. 

We will not pay transportation charges on Field and Grass Seed, Potatoes, Onion Sets, Acces- 
sories, Etc. These articles are always sent at purchaser’s expense, except where they are quoted 
‘Transportation paid”’ in this price list. 

When ordering seeds shipped by freight or express please be sure to give the name of your 
nearest freight railroad station or express office if it is different from your post office address. 

Freight shipments are now very slow and even mail and express are frequently delayed, so 
please send in your order well ahead of the time you wish to use the seeds. This year we cannot 


put up and hold orders for shipment later in the spring. All orders will be shipped as soon as 
possible after they are received. 


TERMS AND DISCOUNTS 
Cash discount now 3% 


Our regular terms are cash with order, for which we now allow a discount of 3% on vegetable 
and flower seeds and plants only. 

No cash discount is allowed on Potatoes, Field Corn or Field Seeds, Grass Seeds, Insecticides 
and Accessories. All these items are strictly net cash with order at prices quoted. 


C.0.D. SHIPMENTS. 25% of the value of the order must be sent with all orders for goods to 
be shipped C.O.D. No cash discount is allowed on C.O.D. shipments. Orders are handled more 
quickly and are less subject to delay if full cash payment accompanies the order. 


Plants will not be sent C.O.D. 


To Market Gardeners of established credit and those who furnish us with satisfactory references, 
we allow the following time payments on vegetable seeds and plants. (Fie/d and Grass seed, Potatoes, 
etc. are strictly cash with order and may not be charged.) 

Bills for seeds, plants, etc. shipped after December 1st are due and payable net August Ist. 

Bills for goods shipped after August 1 are due net December Ist. 

To Florists of established credit we allow the following time payments on flower seeds and 
plants. 

Bills for seeds, plants, etc. shipped after December 1st are due and payable net June Ist. 

Bills for goods shipped after June Ist, are due net December Ist.

Production is 
becoming increasingly difficult and the demand for seed is enormous not only for this country 
but for many other nations as well. With some exceptions, supplies of most items should be 
sufficient to take care of this great demand but there will be no surplus of any seeds this year. 

Here on our own farms we lost some of our early crops because of the wet spring but 
have had good success with many later ones. We have been able to harvest fine crops of beans, 
corn, cucumbers, melons, summer and winter squash, and tomatoes and expect to be able to take 
care of our customers’ normal requirements on our special strains of these seeds. 

We are proud of our part in producing and distributing fine seeds for the growers who produce 
the nation’s food. We assure our customers that in spite of shortages, we will not lower our 
standards and will continue to supply only the best seed that can be obtained. 


CEILING PRICES 


At the time this catalog goes to the printers, ceiling prices are being considered for several 
kinds of vegetable seeds but nothing has been definitely settled as yet. The prices we have listed 
here conform to the proposed ceilings to the best of our knowledge. 


ALLOW PLENTY OF TIME FOR YOUR ORDER TO REACH YOU 


The railroads are doing a magnificent job of moving war material, but they are severely over 
crowded and nearly all shipments are handled much more slowly than before. This applies not 
only to freight, which is frequently delayed, but even to mail and express. 

Therefore we urge our customers to order their seeds well ahead of the time they wish to 
plant, and to be patient if they are not received as quickly as in the past.

The supply of cabbage seed for 1944 is extremely short. In 60 years of business we do not recall 
any time when cabbage seed was so scarce as it is now. Most of the seed is grown in the Northwest 
and this area had its worst winter in many years, killing a large proportion of the heads that were 
being carried over for seed.
